As so o n a s his new ho me is 
finished just a cro ss the ro ad, it will 
be taken do wn. Mr. Talbo tt’s father, 
o f near Mo rristo wn, bo ught the farm 
sev eral mo nths ago o f J o hn Durrell. 


The tav ern is a three-sto ry affair. 
The first flo o r was used fo r 
o ffices, 
dining ro o m and kitchen and the sec­ 
o nd flo o r was dev o ted to 
ro o m s fo r 
lo dgers. 
On the third flo o r was t 
dance hall and card ro o m which was. 
the gathering place fo r all o f 
the 
way farers a s well a s 
the 
“ y o ung 
blo o ds” o f the co mmunity . 


Sev eral rumo rs hi co nnectio n with 
the tav ern hav e came do wn thro ugh 
the ages. 
It was o ften to ld that two 
men my sterio usly disappeared in the 
place. 
It w as co mmo n repo rt that 
they went into the tav ern and nev er 
came o ut aliv e.

Po sey and Capt. Phillips were swind­ 
led o ut o f three tho usand do llars by 
a man named Kello gg 
who 
was 
suav e o f manner and sty lish in his 
dress. 


Kello gg came in here with a fancy 
match team. 
He carried a go ld eane. 
wo re clo thes that were 
the 
“ last 
wo rd” in fa shio n o f the day and ra­ 
diated affability . 
He po sed 
as a 
sto ck buy er. 
In tho se da y s the buy ­ 
ers agreed to take the sto ck at a Cer­ 
tain price, shipped it to the market 
and so ld it and then paid the farm­ 
ers. 
Kello gg

men to stand behind him. They did. 
He shipped sev eral lo ads o f sto ck 
and was making go o d.

ativ es of the people took possession of 
their new chamber in the palace of 
Westminster the press was at last offi­ 
cially recognized and the reporters’ 
gallery as it at present ex ists was an 
j acknowled ged fact.

The News says that it is cheering 
to learn that New York ers are be­ 
ginning to 
suspect, 
q uoting 
from 
“Holland,” that possibly the Ameri­ 
can people have tak en 
unnecessary 
flight. 
So there is some fright. 
We 
find also in the q uotation from ‘‘Hol­ 
land" that “some of the best judges 
of business conditions have within a 
few days confessed to a change of 
view, or, it not exactly that, never­ 
theless 
to a 
suspicion

country has practically reached the 
ebb of depressing business and that 
the beginnig of the ilood seems to he 
observable, 
‘it is certain that there 
is a much more cheerful feeling in 
New York , which is all the more re- 
mark ahlc since word comes from the 
continent of Europe that 
business 
conditions there are not

good, and that there are no evidences 
that they will show improvement this 
summer."

lief’ work been so heavy this late in 
« pring. 
‘Relief w a s given to fami­ 
lies involving 1,321 persons. 
Of the 
cases, 38 were deserted wives, (it) 
were widows and 7 
were divorced 
women. 
Four families needed relief 
because the bread-winners were im­ 
prisoned, llti because of 
sick ness 
and 113 because of ill health.” 
This report speak s eloq uently for 
disease prevention work . 
It plainly 
shows that charity, which does not 
lead to prevention, is only half char­ 
ity, and results in ill. 
Charity and 
‘relief work ’ which is not 
practiced 


as a means of teaching, and if nec­ 
essary, of forcing prevention, are 
downright evils. 


Consider the above report: of 283 
families, involving 1,321 persons, 4 
were given relief because the bread­ 
winners were in jail. Why were they 
in jail? 
Investigate these prisoners 
and it is two to one they are suffer­ 
ing from some k ind of sick ness or 
disease. 
Very probably, alcohol dis­ 
ease, nicotine disease or some other 
‘dope’ disease. No one will deny that 
alcohol causes crime. Those who are 
in doubt about the crime producing 
power 
resident in nicotine 
should 
remember the recent incident at the 
Indiana; Reformatory where the in­ 
mate deliberately k illed another in­ 
mate so he could be sent to the Mich­ 
igan City prison where tobacco is 
furnished criminals by the taxpayers. 


The “dope” 
k nown as 
nicotine 
causes crime in Indiana every day of 
the year. 
Ask charity work ers and 
they will tell you they freq uently find 
instances where women and child­ 
ren and underfed even starving, and 
are driven to begging and even steal­ 
ing; yet, the breadwinner will have an 
abundance of nicotine and will be­ 
come indigant and hurl crank if ask ­ 
ed to do without it and buy bread for 
his children. 
iWth such, the cry is 
“nicotine first and food and honesty 
afterward.” 
There are many f a d s and figures 
to warrant the statement that 
the 
three dopes, alcohol, 
nicotine and 
caffine, do more harm to the human 
race and bring more ill to society, 
than do the three dopes 
morphine, 
cocaine and heroin. 
Yet the first 
three are tak en openly and without 
shame, and the users of the last three 
secretly commit their sin. 
Relief by the Charity Organization 
is necessitated almost 
entirely hv 
some form of preventable sick ness or 
disease, and prevention i> possible 
at one-tenth the cost of having sick ­ 
ness. 
Yet, if one proposes the com­ 
mon sense prevention, he will reap a 


jum per crop of jeers, 
sneers and 
yells of crank . But, from whom? 


That we promote and foster sick ­ 
ness and disease with their incident 
crime, pauperism, 
insanity, idiocy 
and relief, there is not the 
least 
doubt. 


The conditions of consumption are 
almost ubiq uitous. 
The conditions 
that induce typhoid fever and found 
in almost every alley in cities 
and 
towns and almost every farm house. 
Nature is k ind, yes indulgent, 
to 
bring us only 1801)0 cases of typhoid 
and 1000 typhoid deaths annually at 
an annual cost of at least $2,500,000. 


We are indeed a great and practi­ 
cal people. We soak up dopes to the 
injury of body, mind 
and 
soul. 
Through wrong, and hence 
foolish 
living, we bring upon ourselves con­ 
stipation with its procession of ills, 
and tehn we buy cathartics to relieve 
it, and through their abuse induce 
conditions worse than the first. 
We 
persistently 
create, 
maintain 
and 
carefully foster the conditions pro­ 
ductive of consumption, typhoid 
f e v ­ 
er and all diseases, including crime, 
pauperism, and insanity and having 
created these Frank enstines we seek 
to overcome 
them 
with 
asvlnms, 
elixirs and tablets. 
When will wc 
cease our foolish weak striving to 
find a substitute for righteousness?

M. La Follette in the current issue 
of La Follette’s Magazine. 
The edit­ 
orial is headed “ A Campaign Contri­ 
bution.” 
“ That was a very interesting piece 
of evidence which Governor 
Folk, 
chief counsel for the interstate com­ 
merce commission, 
turned 
up 
in 
Washington last 
Friday,” s a y s the 
editorial. 
He was examining Julian 
M. Tomlinson, general auditor for the 
New Haven, and was hot on the trail 
of that 
company’s 
financial flim­ 
flams. 
“ What were they?” asked Gover­ 
nor Folk. 
“ One w a s $50,000 to the Republi­ 
can national committee in 1904,’ an s­ 
wered Tomlinson. 
“ Let it* see. 
That was the cam­ 
paign to elect Theodore Roosevelt 
President, 
lie had made George B. 
Cortelyou— formerly his private sec­ 
retary— chairman of the Republican 
national committee. 
But Roosevelt 
in fact ran his own campaign. 
That 
he knew about the financing of the 
national committee in the campaign 
of 1904 appears from the testimony 
taken by the 
senate 
investigating 
committee in the summer of 1912. 
from the Roosevelt-Harriman letters, 
and from other sources. 
‘You and 1 
are practical men’ he wrote Ilarri- 
man on October 14. when the nation­ 
al committee was seeking contribu­ 
tions shortly 
before the 
railroad 
king raised $250,000 which he turn­ 
ed over in checks to ('ortdvou. 
“ And now it is proved that Mellen, 
president of the New Haven railroad 
put up $50,000 to elect Roosevelt in

“ The destruction of competition 
in transportation had by this time 
thoroughly aroused the 
people of 
massachusetts. 
The feeling was in­ 
tense. 
A deep sense of wrong pre­ 
vailed everywhere. 
All New England 
was at the boiling point. 
Louis D. 
Brandeis, ever vigliant in the public 
interest, fought the cobmination at 
every step. 


“ Finally, after a prolonged effort, 
Brandeis, with the assistance of the 
United States district attorney 
for 
the district of M assachusetts, pre­ 
vailed upon Attorney-General Bona­ 
parte to permit an 
action to 
be 
brought against the New Haven un­ 
der the Sherman anti-trust act. 


“ The Weakness of the governments 
case again st the New Haven’s com­ 
bination of the 
transportation by 
land, w as in the difficulty which the 
prosecution would encounter in prov­ 
ing that the trolley lines were engag­ 
ed in interstate transportation, to 
such an extent as to constitute lilies 


in substantial competition with the 
New llaven in interstate traffic. 


“ The strength of the government’s 
case rested in the New Haven’s a c ­ 
quisition of the steamship lines, all 
of which were engaged in interstate 
transportation in competition with 
the New Haven railroad.

A runner like the one illustrated 
here, made of durable inex pensiv e 
material, is suitable for use on a 
table for the piazza or summer cot­ 
tage. 
An attractiv e runner may be made 
from inex pensiv e materials such as 
linen, crafts canv as, Monk’s cloth 
or ev en pongee and embroidered with 
the Chinese motifs from transfer 
pattern number 14620. 
These mo­

in solid work and outline-stitch or 
outline alone, in blue and y ellow, 
or, if preferred, only one color may 
be used.

slavery,” declared A. J. Melvarney, 
member of the National Child Labor 
Committee to the national conference 
of charities and corrections today. 
“While 48 states in the u nion 
have 
some k ind of a child labor law, the 
laws are not u niform and those who 
have the welfare of you ng children at 
heart are only beginning to see the 
necessity of tak ing themselves and 
appropriating pu blic fu nds for the 
enforcement of the laws.” 


“Factory inspection lias not been 
regarded as an im portant branch of 
governmental activity, and to often 
political hack s have been rewarded, 
in a few instances for their activities 
in opposition to child labor reform, 
with the high and sacred position oi 
protecting childhood 
against 
com­ 
mercial exploitation. 
A law is not 
a law u ntil it is enforced, and the 
hypocrisy of the situ ation is a bad 
thing for the cau se of 
citizenship. 
The people who are arou sed throu gh 
appeals, which helpless childhood al­ 
ways mak es, to see that a law is pu t 
u pon the statu e book s, too often fail 
in their zeal when it comes to the less 
spectau lar everyday du ty of aiding 
in the enforcement of the law which 
has been enacted. 
One 
great ob­ 
stacle in the advance of child labor 
along both lines is the affect of a low 
standard state in its influ ence u pon 
su rrou nding states. 
In vain do we 
protest that child labor is an econo­ 
mic error and that indu stry itself is 
benefited throu gh the elimination of 
immatu re children from employment, 
while the state derives an advantage 
from the consequ ent missing of the 
watre scale throu gh su ch elimination. 
The fact remains that the plea is al­ 
ways made, and su btly to the patrio­ 
tism of the state itself, that its own 
m anu factu rers be not pu t at a dis­ 
advantage as compared to the manu - 
fatcu rers of the su rrou nding states. 
The cau se of child labor reform has 
been set back at least ten years, per­ 
haps a score of years, by this argu ­ 
ment. 
Therefore, what we need is 
what the first child labor reformers 
of England more than a centu ry ago 
proposed, namely, “parlimentary aid 
to establish a general system of laws 
for the wise, hu mane, and equ al gov­ 
ernment of all su ch 
work s.” 
For 
‘parliincniarv’ insert

and you have the logic for the Fed­ 
eral Child Labor law.
